Tug Theatre of St. Stephen's opens again to 
night, after a fortnight s recess, which has enabled 
the old performers to furbish up faded decorations 
and repair shattered constitutiens. The octogena- 
rians re-appear in their favourite characters, nor 
has the manager been able to introduce any “ fresh 
blood” into his troupe. Lord Palmerston, as usual, 
is stage manager in chief, ready with quirk and 
joke, and jibe and smile, to extinguish any rash sub- 
ordinate who ventures to trench upon the skirts 
of his dominion.” Lord Jokn prepares for a new 
trial of his Whitworth gun Reform, whose missiles 
are so light nobody can tell where or how wide of 
the mark. He finds the State of Europe pretty 
much in the same condition which it exhibited prior 
to the fall of the curtain. There has been, indeed, 
a blundering attempt at revolution in Spain, 
which, “ our great ally” insinuates, was caused 
by English gold and English treachery. Sicily, 
too, desires to be “annexed,” and, consequently 
the people and the troops are decimating 
each other, while the family of Murat crouch 
under the shadow of the Imperial throne, ready, like 
Claudius, to be dragged from obscurity by Pre. 
torians. The Pope, too, d getting up an army of 
Zouaves from those shaven crowns whom the Ro- 
magna refuses to fatten inindolence. These incidents 
will form subjects for new interludes, but the stock 
pieces are all announced for repetition. There is 
the Reform Bill, by i original authers, which Mr. 
Bright has been puffing in Birmingham. It is the 
old Whig plot—to secure patronage and place by 
sacrifice of principle. Mr. Bright caleulates that 
three hundred thousand voters, out of the educated, 
the industrious, the skilful, or the independent, will 
be added to the constituencies. Lord John has no 
episode in favour of the Ballot, for the Ballot will 
be useless since mob-law must prevail, and the or- 
ganisation of union strikes is to be transferred to 
polities under the presidency of the troublous 
Quaker. The price cannot be expected to ge off 
smoothly. Lord John's colleagues do not appear to 
relish their respective rules. Lord Palmerston has 
had no soliloquy allotted to him as yet in the tragi- 
comedy. 
Dull, silent, and grim, he has hitherto simply 
superintended the action of others, and by a push 
here, a nod there, and a fillip in another direction, 
bas kept the action going. It would be pleasant to 
hear the Premier's eulogy upon his rival's compesi- 
tion, and the argument by which he will prove that 
the man best fitted to reconstruct our domestic con- 
stitution is the Minister who has embroiled every- 
thing abroad. Still more pleasant to listen to Lord 
John's Palinodia. He is expected to quote again 
the “magnificent” proclamation of Milan, with an 
apology for his late little outbreak, attributable only 
to the irascibility of age 


‘* Minimus gelide jam in corpore sanguis 
Febre calet sola 1 


and his passionate ardour for the French Canidia 
springs up anew in spasmodic rejuvenescence. But 
there is a cry for some slight variety. Mr. Glad- 
stone has, hitherto, dwelt only upon those philterous 
wines which, as the Siecle says, are to make 
all who drink them French in thought, frame, 
morals, and politics. The popular organs 
shout for Mr. Gladstone. “If Mr. Gladstone,” 
quoth the Leader, has but the courage to speak 
“on the second reading of the Bill, it will be carried 
“this session; if he shirks his duty, the Bill will be 
“lost.” This is not very complimentary to Lord 
John Russell, but in politics, as well as the drama, 
variety is charming. 

Then there is the Savoy interlude, which, like the 
Hecyra, has never been acted through. Sir Robert 
Peel has been roaming about Annecy and Thouon, 
and has even visited Geneva and Lausanne. He is 
gathering up the opinions of the people, to fling them 
at the heads of both Clown and Pantaloon. Sir R. 
Peel is not constituted to be a Minister. Why does 
he we Mr. Cardwell, who surveys the state 
of I from a bay window at Brighton, and 
“makes up the proprietary of Londonderry from 
Guthrie's Gazzeteer? Sir R. Peel's method of proce- 
dure is highly inconvenient, not to say improper. 
Could he not learn all that he ought to know from 
„Parliamentary papers, private correspond ence 
being omitted---without appealing to plebeian facts 
to disturb the gradual process of the burlesque. 

Some scenes of the Budget have to be touched up 
and varnished like the rest. ‘The licensed victuallers 
are up in arms, and eannot understand why ‘every 
confectioner’s is to be turned into a dram shop for the 
encouragement of sobriety, or why French decec- 
tions of Honduras mahogany and Campeachy log- 
wood are to be retailed at every corner for the 
benefit of morals. They are stubborn men, these 
licensed yictuallers, and have not been taught the 
doctrine of contradictions.

To these workhouse hos- 
pitals all poor persons are to be admitted, and even 
the constabulary and police are for the future to be 
treated therein. This clause will throw upon the 
world a large number of dispensary physicians, and 
give the workhouse officials a monopoly of practice ; 
for those who can pay, or partly pay, for medical treat- 
ment. are to be admitted to the workhouse hospital, 
The diet and general treatment adopted in many 
workhouses has lamentably spread ophthalmia and 
blindness through the poorer classes, as well as 
ecrofulous diseases. Henceforth there will be no 
special Medical Inspectors, and the condition of 
an hospital or workhouse will only be known 
on the testimony of the local officer. Those who re- 
member the case of the Cork Workhouse will at once 
sce how dangerous a clause this is, both to the lives 
of the paupers and the character of the country. 

As to blindness, the framers of this bill have taken 
measures not to prevent blindness by an alteration of 
treatment or diet, but by building special asyiúms 
for those whom the workhouse has succeeded in 
making blind. 

The provision respecting the religion of found- 
8 children must have been framed by a 
very Solon. Foundling and deserted orphans 
are to be brought up in the religion of their 
Godfathers and Godmothers! It is with wonderful 
innocence supposed that where the parents cannot 
be found, the Godfathers and Godmothers will be 
found. The very fact of a child having Godfathers 
or Godmothers infers its baptism, and, consequeatly, 
a record of its parentage, and of their religion. But 
what is to be done in case the Godparents have 
changed their religion since the baptism? Are they 
to insist on the child being brought up in their new 
or their old profession ? or any profession at all? 
There are other points in the Bill which require 
careful examination, but the above hints are quite 
sufficient to call for the immediate attention of the 
Poor Law Guardians in Ireland.

The Principality of Monaco, which it is said is about 
to be annexed to France by virtue of a convention con- 
cluded with the reigning Prince, was founded by the 
Emperor Otho, in the year 968, in favour of nt 
Grimaldi, whose descendants possess it at present. Thie 
dynasty is, consequently, one of the oldest in Europe. 
The reigning Prince, who bears the title of Charles III., 
was born in France in 1828, and remained here until the 
death of his father, in 1854. He was known by the 
name of Duke de Valentinois, and married the Princess 
Antoinette de Merode. The Prince of Monaeo passes 
the winter at his palace at Monaco, and in the summer 
he inhabits the magnificent chateau of Marchais, in the 
Department of the Aisne, the ancient residence of the 
Dukes de Guise, which he purchased from Count Achille 
Delamarre for 1. 800, 000. It is stated that the Prince 
is to be created a French Senator. Hise father and 
grandfather were peers of France. 

„The eruption of Vesuvius continues and increases, 
writes a friend from Naples, “and during the last week 
the surface of the mountain has undergone great 
changes. On Friday night last the discha were 
so loud and strong that the whole neighbour shook ; 
and these were followed by a hissing sound, as of a 
rapidly-flowing river. Looking into thecrator, one sees 
a body of liquid fire ; and on one occasion a tri-colon- 
red jet was thrown up ; eo that it is generally expected 
that Commendatore Ajossa will send up a body of police 
te take note of and surpress this treasonable demonstra- 
tion.

To- 
wards Resina the Guides counted twenty currents ; and 
in the midet of them had been formed a lake of fire full 
forty feet in circumference.

Tae arr Dirriceiry.—tHow far it may pay to grow 
crops in this country expressly for the paper-mill po 
one can tell without a trial. Perhaps not on go A land; 
but on poor land it may be, and on waste land must be, 
otherwise. There are mallows, nettles, and Jerusalem 
artichokes; hops, age, and sedges, furze and broom; 
all worth a tria'. We would strongly advise our country 
friends to see what can be made of some of these plants. 
A quarter of an acre would be sufficient for a trial. 
They should take care that the crop is cut before the 
stems begin to die—not much sooner, not at all later— 
because at the time when growth is ceasing fibre is most 
abundant, and at ite greatest toughness; afterwards it 
is very likely to become brittle. Such trials would be 
easily conducted by intelligent gardeners whose em- 
ployers have a little land ta spare. Of course, they 
should keep an exact account of their expenses, and of 
the weight of fibre obtained, the market value of which 
will be easily ascertained when the fibre is prepared. 
That by some of the means we have indicated plenty of 
good paper material may be procured we cannot doubt; 
for w — believe that, asa correspondent remarks, 
it will be for ever a condition precedent that mankind 
must first wear out shirts before they can have Bibles.

J. Turner, John Murphy, and M. Kelly, Fire. 

W. k. Rogere appeared for the complainant, and Mr, 
C. M'Mahon for the detence. . 

Mr. Rogers said that he appeared in the present case for 
the 1 — Rainsford, the l'rotestant Vicar of the 
parish of Dundalk, who complained that the defendant did 
wilfully destroy a certain Scriptural placard, whieh was 
posted on a board in the churchyard of Dundalk. 

Michael Chapman was then sworn, and deposed that on 
the 3rd April he posted a Scriptural placard on a board in 
the churchyard, and a potice saying anyone defacing the 
game would be prosecuted. Shertly after he saw the 
defendant, John Lamb, witha long pole, which he put through 
the railings, and tore the placard eff. The witness was 
closely cross-examined by Mr. M'Mahon, but nothing 
mat: rial was elicited. 

Kev. Marcus Ratusford was then examined, and proved 
that the placard was his property, which the defendant 
maliciously destroyed, and that he was informed the defen- 
dant went regularly through the town tearing down and 
defacing religious placards. There was nothing offensive to 
Roman Catholics in theplacards, whieh were merely texts of 
Seripture which could be ſcund in their own Bible. 

Mr. Fitzmaurice—The magistrates highly disapprove of 
posting offensive placards, but in the case before them there 
wae acting offensive to Roman Catholics in the ard,
